Letter, Referring to NRA, 
Says None Can Tell How 
Far Federal Regulation 
of Business Will Go.

NEW YORK, Sept. 14—Robert 
P. Lamont, who was Secretary of 
Commerce in the Hoover Cabinet, 
has resigned as president of the 
American Iton and Steel Institute. 


of the board of directors, is men- 
tioned as his successor. 

Lamont retired from a post he 
has held for 13 months. His salary 
was said to be $100,000 a year. 

The New York Times says “the 
tone of his letter of resignation 
clearly indicated a lack of sym- 
pathy with the NRA.” Institute ex- 
ecutives said the resignation was 
not a protest against the recently 
adopted steel code. 

“From now on,” Lamont’s letter 
said, “for an indefinite period, the 
principal activities of the Iron and 
Steel Institute will be in seeing that 
the obligations of the industry un- 
der the code are properly carried 
out and reported to the Govern- 
ment. 

“The opportunity for constructive, 
forward-looking studies and plans 
for the industry as a whole, that 
seemed possible a year ago, must 
give way to the present practical, 
immediate needs, which can best be 
met by men familiar with the vast 
details of the various branches of 
the industry. I can be of little help 
in this work.” 

Helped Draft Steel Code. 

Lamont was named steel “dicta- 


scribed at the time as co-ordina- 
tion of business practices, stabili- 
zation of prices and furthering the 
institute’s value as a service organ- 
ization to members. 

He was active in drawing a code 
for the industry. At the request of 
Administrator Johnson he _ with- 
drew a declaration that so-called 
“company unions” fulfilled the in- 
tent of the recovery act’s guarantee 
that employes may choose any rep- 
resentatives they please. 

Certain sections of the code came 
under an attack by Miss Frances 
Perkins, Secretary of Labor. Dur- 
ing the negotiations, Lamont wrote 
Johnson that the steel industry had 
made as many concessions as it 
could. : 

Frank Purnell, chairman of the 
institute’s labor committee, said at 
Youngstown, O., today that the in- 
dustry Had “put into effect all the 
labor provisions of the steel code 
and is doing its best to live up to 
them.” 

“Unfortunately business has 
slowed up to some extent,” he add- 
ed, “and as a result the improve- 
ment in labor conditions, is not so 
pronounced as the Government ex- 
pected.” 

Lamont’s Letter to Schwab. 

Lamont in his letter of resigna- 
tion to Schwab quoted from a state- 
ment he had read to the institute’s 
executive committee when he took 
the presidency, as follows: 

“I have assumed that your pur- 
pose in enlarging and broadening 
the scope of the work of the iron 
and steel institute is primarily the 
practical one of getting and keep- 
ing the industry on a sound and 
profitable basis insofar as this can 
be brought about by ‘co-operation 
between. the various units—within 
the law. 

“I assume also that in addition 
to this, the reasons for making 
these changes are related—not so 
much to conditions growing out of 
this- depression, but rather to the 
more fundamental difficulties af- 
fecting all industries which, if not 
worked out within or by industry 
itself, will in the end bring about 
changes in existing laws and a 
greater measure of governmental 
one than most of us would like 

see,”

Western Kentucky and Pennsyl- 
vania can ship coal into Illinois at 
a lower rate than it can be pro- 
duced in Illinois, itself. The mines 
in our State are workirg about three 
days a week because of their highly 
mechanized state and the unfair 
competition.”

BOARD AGREEMENT 


‘Merit Clause” Remaining Out- 
standing Problem—Brock- 
ton Strike to End.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Recov- 
ery officials have disposed of one 
boot and shoe code controversy in 
private conference. Deputy Recov- 
ery Administrator C. C. Williams 
and Dr. Stanley King, president 
of Amherst College and an indus- 
trial adviser, have effected an 
agreement among manufacturers as 
to representation on the central 
planning board to be created for 
the industry. 

The final decision provides for 
election of representatives by dic- 
tricts. The American Shoe Manu- 
facturers’ Association had demand- 
ed it as a “fairer” plan than that 
proposed by the National Boot and 
Shoe Manufacturers’ Association, 
proponent of the code. 

Another conference on labor ques- 
tions was held today by recovery 
officials, members of the code com- 
mittee of the National Boot and 
Shoe Manufacturers’ Association 
and the Rev. Francis J. Haas, of 
the Labor Advisory Board. The 
controversial “merit clause,” reten- 
tion of which is demanded by man- 
ufacturers and opposed by labor, 
remains the outstanding problem. 

Officers of the Brotherhood of 
Shoe and Allied Craftsmen forecast 
today that striking shoe workers 
at Brockton, Mass., would return 
to work under a temporary agree- 
ment announced by the National 
Labor Board. 

The agreement, reached last 
night, provides for resumption of 
work pending a ruling by the Labor 
Board on the validity under the 
NRA of the contracts between the 
Boot and Sheo Workers’ Union and 
manufacturers. 


NEW YORK EVENING POST 
PUBLISHED IN REDUCED SIZE 


Paper’s Pages Now Five Columts 
Instead of Eight—Other Fea- 
tures Unchanged.

N7™W YORK, Sept. 14—The Eve- 
ning Post—reduced from eight to 
five columns—made its bow in its 
new size today. The Post, estab- 
lished by Alexander Hamilton in 
1801, was unchanged as to editorial 
and news policy. 

The change in size was made be- 


j cause the publishers felt that a 


small, compact newspaper would 
fill the needs of New York readers 
to greater advantage than the 
eight-column standard sheet. 

The paper remained conservative 
in type and headlines. Special sec- 
tions included literature and books, 
drama and the stage, women’s 
pages, fashions, society, financial 
and sports. The first edition car- 
ried 56 pages. The financial pages 
contained full market quotations, 
heretofore unusual in the small pa- 
per field. With the addition of full 
financial tables later editions ran 
to 64 pages.

The violence signalized the of- 
ficial beginning of a mining “holi- 
day,” voted late yesterday by rep- 
resentatives of more than 30,000 
men. Impatient at delay in sign- 
ing of the coal code, the men de- 
cided to remain out of the pits un- 
til an accord is reached. 

Meeting in Hungarian Hall, 250 
delegates representing 84 United 
Mine Workers locals in Fayette, 
Westmoreland, Greene, Washington 
and Allegheny counties, decided 
yesterday to remain out of the pits. 

Early today workers began 
marching in front of Fayette and 
Greene County mines. No cars 
were halted. 

Decision to call a “holiday” was 
reached at a meeting at Pricedale, 
but “insurgent” union officials who 
led the movement explained the ac- 
tion was not to be construed as a 
strike. 

Reese Triggs, president of the 
Pricedale local, and William Hines, 
a district organizer for the United 
Mine Workers of America, ad- 
dressed a mass meeting of 250 rep- 
resentatives of 84 locals, but did 
not urge the boliday. 

Opposed to Joining in Code. 

The Frick Co. has taken no part 
in the coal code preparation, and 
has given no intimation that it in- 
tends to change its labor policy— 
which is strongly anti-union. The 
company has maintained that its 
product is not in the competitive 
field but is all used by U. S. Steel 
mills and should not be bound by 
a code that has to do with domestic 
coal producers. 

When the entire coal field was 
unionized 10 years ago, the Frick 
Co. operated “open shop,” breaking 
a strike in 1922 by importation of 
outside labor. 


Fist Fights in North Scranton. 
By the Associated Press. 

SCRANTON, Pa., Sept. 14—A 
hand-to-hand fight in which nearly 
100 pickets of the Anthracite Min- 
ers of Pennsylvania and members 
of the United Mine Workers of 
America participated, occurred to- 
day in North Scranton. One man 
was sent to a hospital with head 
injuries and 15 others were arrested 
and released after being repri- 
manded by police. 

Police said the trouble started as 
pickets attempted to halt men go- 
ing to work at mines of the Penn 
Anthracite Mining Co. where there 
is a strike. Several shots were 
fired but no one was hit. State 
and city police broke up the fight.

Allegations of Code Infrac- 
tions by St. Louis Firms 
Filed With Mediation 
Board. 


Affidavits reciting alleged vio- 
lations of the NRA code by St. 
Louis firms were filed with the 
Mayor’s Mediation Board of the 
NRA yesterday for its considera- 


The affidavits, made by 105 men 
and women workers, were present- 
ed by William M. Brandt, acting 
secretary of the Central Trades 
and Labor Union. 

Brandt, in a brief statement to 
the board, said 50 additional affi- 
davits had been sent direct to NRA 
Administrator Hugh &. Johnson, 
and others had been filed with in- 
ternational unions, which will take 
the cases up with Johnson. 

Complaints were lodged by groups 
of employes against the Chevrolet 


Motor Co., Carter Carburetor Co., 
Niedringhaus, Inc., Lang-Kohn 
Mfg. Co., and Ely-Walker Dry 
Goods Co. 
Several Veteran Employes Fired. 
As has been told, 25 employes of 
the Chevrolet Motor Co., and iv 
at the Carter Carburetor Co., al- 
lege they were dismissed for union 
activity. Several] affidavits tell of 
abrupt dismissal after long periods 
of years of seemingly satisfactory 
effort. A number of those _ dis- 
charged were members of workers’ 
code committees, or were newly 
elected officers of their respective 
unions, according to their sworn 
statements. 


The management cf? Chevrolet 
and the Carter Carburetor Co. have 
denied that any employe was dis- 
missed for union organization. At 
the Chevrolet plant it was stated 
that seasonal decline caused the 
dismissal of employes whose ser- 
vices were no longer needed. The 
manager at Carter Carburetor has 
stated the 10 employes were let 
out for violation of company rules. 

Nineteen former employes of 
Niedringhaus, Inc., metal contain- 
er manufacturers, made affidavits. 
Several said they were warned to 
renounce all union affiliations if 
they wished to retain their jobs. R. 
L. Niedringhaus, an officer of the 
company, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “those people were not let 
out for that.” Niedringhaus de- 
clined to comment further. 
Failure to Pay Minimum Alleged. 

Fourteen Ely-Walker Co. em- 
ployes state they failed to receive 
the $14-a-week minimum wage un- 
der the code, being told they had 
not produced that much work.

JUDGE ASSAILS KANSAS CITY 
OFFICIALS, SENTENCES YOUTHS 


“How Can We Expect Boys to Re- 
spect Our City Government?” 
He Asks.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 14.— 
City officials and the police depart- 
ment here were accused today of 
laxity in enforcement of crime 
laws by. Circuit Judge James R. 
Page in sentencing three youths on 
robbery charges. 

After sentencing James Colose, 
Thomas J. Cappo and Mello to 
serve 20 years in prison on their 
pleas of guilty of robbing the Kline 
store here of $4773 recently, Judge 
Page spoke of conditions here from 
the bench. 

“We have a condition in this 
city,” he said, “which these boys, as 
bad as they are, are not responsible 
for entirely. 

“We have at the head of our city 
government a man who openly per- 
mitted violation of the law and 
made a public statement to the 
newspapers he was going to con- 
tinue to do it, and what could the 
people do about it? Now, so long 
as we have at the head of our gov- 
ernment a man of this kind, and a 
man at the head of our police de- 
partment of the kind of man we 
have, how can we expect boys like 
these to have proper respect for the 
law?” 

Many people, the Judge said, are 
afraid to come to him and _ the 
Prosecuting Attorney to seek en- 
forcement of the law. 

“They are threatened by a bunch 
of gangsters and they know some 
of these gangsters are protected by 
the police department of this city,” 
he said. 

Judge Page’s attack came as he 
prepared to summon a grand jury 
to continue an investigation of 
racketeering here started several 
weeks ago by another jury which 
also criticisd the city manager and 
police executives. 


KANSAS CITY CUTS PAYROLL 


Municipal Employes’ Salaries Re- 
duced 25 Per Cent.

MEDIATORS WANT 
ON EMPLOYERS I 
STRIKE OF 3900 


1500 of Cotton Dress and 
1800 of Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers’ Union 
Ready to Arbitrate. 


Two major strikes involving 3500 
union workers having been settled 
this week, the mediation board of 
the St. Louis National Recovery 
Administration Committee today 
awaited word from employers in 


the two remaining major walkouts 
as to whether they would submit 
their controversies to the board. 
The services of the mediation board 
have been requested by the unions. 

Today, members of the millinery 
division of the Cloth Hat, Cap and 
Millinery International Union re- 
turned to work. There were 2000 
on strike. Yesterday, members of 
the International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union employed in ilk 
dress factories went back to work. 
Full employment will be delayed a 
few days until workers in prelim- 
inary operations can supply mate- 
rial for all operators, finishers and 
pressers. 

$300 Still Out. 

Half of the striking members of 
the Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Un- 
ion, or about 1500, were employed 
in the manufacture of cotton 
dresses, however. Cotton dress 
manufacturers have not agreed to 
submit their case to the mediation 
board. Ben Gilbert, manager of 
the union, expressing appreciation 
of the board’s work in settling the 
controversy with silk dress manu- 
facturers, said he had been ready 
and willing to treat with cotton 
dress manufacturers before the 
board for more than a week. 

The same situation exists in the 
strike of 1800 members of _ the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers’ 
Union. Hyman Schneid, organizer, 
has requested the mediation board 
to act and has filed with it a state- 
ment of case. 

The announced reason for all 
strikes has been the refusal of em- 
ployers to recognize unions as the 
chosen representatives of the em- 
ployes in collective bargaining un- 
der National Recovery Act codes, 
to which all manufacturers involved 
have subscribed. 

Compromise With Unions. 

In the strikes settled employers 

have recognized the unions by en- 
tering into contracts with them for 
one year. The unions have with- 
drawn their demands for a “prefer- 
ential union shop,” under which 
nonunion workers could be em- 
ployed only if there were a short- 
age of union labor. The manufac- 
turers agreed to consider all pres- 
ent union members as such during 
the contract, but are free to employ 
either union or nonunion workers. 
The unions, which claim as mem- 
bers more than 90 per cent of the 
workers in their respective trades, 
are depending upon their members 
to induce all others to join. 
Employers agreed they would not 
discriminate against union mem- 
bers and would submit controver- 
sies with shop committees to arbi- 
tration by an impartial committee. 
The agreements provide there 
shall be no strikes or  lockouts. 
Minimum wages varying, but above 
the $12 minimum of the President’s 
blanket code, are approved. 
The Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union went on strike Aug. 10 and 
the Amalgamated Clothing Work- 
ers’ Union, makers of men’s cloth- 
ing, Aug. 25. 


Rival Union Pickets Shoe Plant 
Where A. F. L. Group Is at Work. 
Factories of the Johnson-Ste- 
phens & Shinkle Shoe Co., at Boyle 
and Laclede and at Boyle and For- 
est Park avenues, are picketed by 
the Shoe Workers’ Protective Un- 
ion, a rival organization of the 
Boot & Shoe Workers’ Internation- 
al Union with which the company 
signed a “closed shop” agreement 
abowt six weeks ago. 
Harry Pallmeier, secretary of the 
Shoe Workers’ Protective Union, 
said 78 employes of the company 
had joined his organization shortly 
before the company, which had op- 
erated as an “open shop,”.entered in- 
to the “closed shop,’agreement with 
the Boot & Shoe Workers’ Union. 
These employes, he said, had re- 
mained away from work, insisting 


their own choosing. 

A representative of the company 
declared 52 of its employes had 
joined the Shoe Workers’ Protec- 
tive Union and that some of them 
had returned to work, transferring 
their union membership to the 
Boot & Shoe Workers’ Union, which 
is affiliated with the American Fed- 
other 
union is not. The company, he said, 
could not undertake to deal with 
rival unions in different depart- 
ments of its factories, which em- 
ploy about 1100 persons.

ENGLISH TRADE WITH INDIA 


tial Rates Now Is Apparent 
for First Time. 
By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Sept. 14—Praise for 


the effect of the Ottawa agree- 
ments on British trade with India 
is contained in a report issued by 
the Department of Overseas Trade. 

“For the first time,” says the re- 
port, “the advantageous effect of 
preferential rates of duty now en- 
joyed by United Kingdom goods is 
apparent. In nearly every item in 
which there is a preference the 
United Kingdom has improved her 
percentage of trade and in most 
cases United Kingdom shipments 
have actually increased, although 
total shipments have been reduced. 

“Figures for the past quarter 
clearly show that the Ottawa pref- 
erences, coupled, of course, in some 
cases with an advantage in  ex- 
change, are resulting in gradual 
displacement of continental and 
American goods by United. King- 
dom products. 

“On the other hand, competition 
from Japan is becoming increas- 
ingly severe in a steadily widening 
range of articles. The difference 
between United Kingdom and Jap- 
anese prices is usually so wide that 
the 10 per cent margin of prefer- 
ence is entirely inadequate.”

Federal Judge Davis today set 
Sept. 27 as the date for hearing the’ 
suit of five policyholders of the 
Missouri State Life Insurance Co., 
all non-residents of Missouri, for an 
injunction to restrain the General 
American Life Insurance Co. from 
taking charge of the Missouri State 
Life’s assets. They ask that the 
General American’s purchase of the 
Missouri State assets, approved last 
week in Circuit Court, be déclared 
null and void. 

Judge Davis, when the suit was 
filed yesterday afternoon, declined 
to issue a temporary restraining or- 
der or an order to show cause. The 
attorneys representing the suing 
policyholders are Sam B. Jeffries, 
Arthur E. Simpson and Paul F. 
Plummer. 

The petition charges that R. E. 
O'Malley, State Superintendent of 
Insurance, did not comply with Mis- 
souri statutes in seeking bidders for 
the agsets of the insurance com- 
pany, and did not comply with the 
statute requirements as to filing re- 
insurance proposals in court, and 
advertising bids for such proposals. 
It is charged that O’Malley arbi- 
trarily deducted assets in his report 
on the company’s assets, filed in 
Circuit Court. This resulted in an 
unreasonably low valuation, it is al- 
leged, to the advantage of the pur- 
chasing company and the disad- 
vantage of the policyholders. 

It is alleged that for months be-

Missouri State Life the promoters 
and agents of the General Amer- 
ican Life Insurance Co. had been 
engaged in a conspiracy with the 
Missouri Insurance Department and 
officers and agents of the Missouri 
State Life to acquire the assets of 
the latter company “at a fraction 
of their value.”

Orders Survey of Situation 
in California, Brooklyn 
and Other ‘‘Disturbed 
Areas.” 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes, oil ad- 
ministrator, ordered an immediate 
survey of reports of price-cutting 
fights, while President Roosevelt 
approved a revision of the NRA oil 
code giving the administration full 
power to set prices where it wished 
Ickes talked over the revisions 
and the price wars with the Presi- 
dent. Meanwhile, the planning and 
co-ordination committee of 15, 
which supervises the industry un- 
der the trade program, wrote its 
recommendations for price sched- 
ules. 
Ickes said the committee had- 
been informed that a price war had 
broken out in California and was 
extending along the Pacific Coast.

TENNESSEE VALLEY 
POWER RATES FIXED 


Average Cost of 7 Mills a Kilo- 
watt Hour to Municipal 
Systems Announced. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The 
Tennessee Valley authority today 
announced rates for electricity from 
the Government-owned hydro-elec- 
tric plant at Muscle Shoals, setting 
un average cost of 7 mills a kilo- 
watt hour for wholesale power to 
municipalities owning distribution 
systems. 

David E. Lilienthal, director in 
charge of power, said proposed re 


tail rates to be charged domestic 
consumers by municipal distribu- 
tors of Government power for a 
fully electrified home, “which is 
our objective,” also would average 
7 mills a kilowatt hour. 

The statement issued by Lilien- 
thal says: 

“Any municipality, in the area 
we plan to serve initially, which 
owns its distribution system, as- 
suming half-time use, may secure 
wholesale power from the author- 
ity at an average cost to it of 7 
mills a kilowatt hour. We propose 
that our municpal wholsale cus- 
tomers charge the individual resi- 
dence consumer in the towns and 
cities thus served a maximum 
gross rate of three cents a kilo- 
watt hour for the first block, and 
for subsequent blocks two cents, 
one cent, and four mills. For the 
typical general consumer this is 
an average of about two cents a 
kilowatt hour, and for the typical 
limited user an average of about 
two and three-fourths cents. For 
a fully electrified home—which is 
our objective—the rate would 
average seven mills per kilowatt 
hour. 

“The farm user, we propose, 
should pay the same rate for en- 
ergy as the town and city house- 
holder. These schedules, both for 
town and farm, carry with them 
requirement that the customer use 
a reasonable amount per month as 
a minimum. These minimum re- 
quirements vary, both in urban 
and farm territory, with the size 
of the customer’s meter. Farm 
users will have a larger minimum 
requirement wherever the greater

PASADENA, Cal., Sept. 14. — 
Elisworth Vines Jr., was home 
again today, bent on putting from 


his thoughts the disastrous season 
which saw him tumble from the 
tennis throne to which he rocketed 
a year ago.

What I hope 
to do is get a job. I'll be ready 
to start all over again next spring.” 

He will play here Saturday ia the 
Pacific Southwest championships, 
where he started his climb by win- 
ning in 1930. F 

The former champion sought no 
sympathy on the subject of his de- 
throning. He offered no apologies 
and no alibis. 

The fact his homecoming attract- 
ed no attention in sharp contrast to 
the riotous receptions he received 
in 1931 and 1932, apparently did 
not disturb him. 

It was just a simple, quiet little 
return to mother, his brother, Ed, 
and the neighbors.

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A. Russell of Akron, O., serving 
nine to 14 years for assault and 
robbery in New Orleans, was 
wounded. 

Russell’s common-law wife, Ma- 
rion Russell, is under arrest at New 
Orleans for smuggling a pistol to 
her husband at Angola and officers 
there said she would be charged 
with being an accessory to murder. 
Officers think a fourth man in 
the field succeeded in escaping into 
nearby woods. 

Several hours before the fight 
two Avoyelles Parish deputy sher- 
iffs surprised two other fugitives 
on the banks of Red River and 
after an exchange of shots, cap- 
tured them.

Weary and mosquito-bitten, Dear 
quietly gave himself up and pre- 
dicted the speedy capture of all 
his companions. 

“You will get them all because 
they can’t stand it much longer,” 
he told possemen. “The mosquitos 
and the constant moving on are 
too much.” 

The fleeing men were traced 
through a trail of stolen automo- 
biles which were seized and aban- 
doned as the fugitives tried to 
shake pursuers off the trail in 
Central Louisiana. The trail, how- 
ever, was blazed with country 
store holdups for food and the ter- 
rorizing of motorists who were 
forced to give up their machines. 

Four men died as a result of the 
convicts’ flight last Sunday and 
11 other persons were wounded. 
Two guards and one of the fleeing 
convicts was killed in the penal 
farm riot during a baseball game, 
and Capt. John A. Singleton, in 
charge of the camp, who was shot 
when he refused to accompany the 
mutineers out of the main gate, 
died of his wounds in a Baton 
Rouge hospital.

Reichstag Blaze Inquiry 
Begun by Unofficial Board 


Preliminary to 


German Envoy Asks Britain if Investigation 
Has Government Sanction — Hearing 


Trial of Reds. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 14.—The German 
Government has inquired about the 
proceedings of an intc--ational le 
gal commission, which began tak- 
ing evidence today in an effort to 
ascertain whether the National So- 
cialists set fire to the German 
Reichstag building last February, 
rather than the Communists ac- 
cused by the National Socialists of 
the crime. 

Germany’s envoy in London in- 
quired of the British Government 
whether the investigation was in 
any sense official. Britain replied 
that the investigation had no offi- 
cial sanction or connection. The 
exchange was verbal. 

Sir Stafford Cripps, Labor mem- 
ber of the House of Commons, said 
at the opening session of the in- 
quiry that it had been suggested 
that Chancellor Hitler’s followers 
set fire to the Reichstag. 

Cripps said that no members of 
the international commission be- 
longed to the Communist party. He 
expressed the hope that the com- 
mission arrive at a decision by next 
Tuesday in order that the findings 
might be transmitted to Leipzig be- 
fore the opening of the trial there 
Sept. 21 of the five accused Com- 
munists. 

‘Three Witnesses Threatened. 

Of 15 witnesses to be called, three 
are on a list of 33 Germans whom 
the Herald said were threatened 
with death in a notice posted in 
London’s West End. 

Police started an investigation of 
the newspaper report, which said 
photographs of the Germans were 
posted in the National Socialist club 
under the injunction, “If you meet 
any one of them, kill him, and if he 
is a Jew, break every bone in his 
body.” 

The Herald identified the three 
witnesses as Rudolf Breitscheid, 
former Reichstag Socialist leader; 


Prof. George Bernhard, former edi- 
tor of the Vossische Zeitung, and 
Albert Grzesinski, one-time Berlin 
Police Chief. 

The commission is meeting in the 
court room of the law society. It 
was stated that the society was 
merely renting the premises. 

D. N. Pritt, King’s counsel, is 
the commission chairman. Other 
members are Arthur Garfield Hays 
of the United States; Francesco 
Saverio Nitti, former Italian Prem- 
ier; George Branting, a Swede, and 
Mme. Barker Nort, member of the 
Netherlands Parliament. 

The World Committee on Ger- 
man Fascism formed the commis- 
sion “to tell the world” the “truth 
about the Reichstag fire.” 

Names of Witnesses Secret. 

To protect relatives in Germany, 
it is planned not to announce 
names of witnesses. 

There was a capacity crowd at 
today’s session. Many nationalities 
were represented, among those 
present was H. G. Wells. 

It was requested that no wit- 
nesses be photographed, those in 
charge saying this might endanger 
relatives in Germany. 

Cripps said the Reichstag fire 

occurred at a time that seemed to 
suit the movement then gaining 
power in Germany. He declared 
there had been intense propaganda 
in Germany for the conviction of 
the accused Communists. 
“It has been suggested,” he con- 
tinued, “that the fire was a scheme 
put forward by the National So- 
cialists themselves. In view of 
the worldwide importance of the 
trial to take place at Leipzig, and 
of its political surroundings, the 
committee feels that some means 
should be adopted for bringing to- 
gether the evidence available out- 
side Germany and for bringing it 
before the world for criticism and 
enlightenment.” 


UCHIOA QUITS IN JAPAN 
AS FOREIGN MINISTER 


Naming of Koki Hirota Pre- 
sages Increasingly Uncom- 
promising Nationalism. 


By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, Sept. 14.—Count Yasuya 
Uchida resigned as Foreign Minis- 


ter today and Koki Hirota, d:- 
scribed as a Nationalist connected 
with the army clique, was appoint- 
ed in his place. The change was 
hailed as presaging an increasingly 
uncompromising nationalistic for- 
eign policy. 

Count Uchida gave failing health 
as the reason for his resignation, 
but reactionary pressure in favor of 
Hirota beyond doubt was a major 
factor in his retirement. 

Meanwhile, Gen. Sadao Araki, 
Minister of War, is advocating 
strengthening of national defense 
because of the United States sym- 
pathy and aid to China and the 
presence of the United States At- 
lantic fleet in Pacific waters. Gen. 
Araki is quoted as saying to the 
military’ section of the Supreme 
War Council that Japan faces a 
grave crisis intensified by isolation 
as a result of secession from the 
League of Nations. 


ONE OF ORIGINAL R. F. C. MEN, 
WILSON M’CARTHY, RESIGNS 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Wilson 
McCarthy of Salt Lake City, one of 
the original appointees to the board 
of the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, resigned yesterday to re- 
turn to private practice of law. 

McCarthy, named by President 
Hoover, will leave his place Oct. 1 
for Oakland, Cal., although some of 
his immediate attention will be 
given to affairs at Salt Lake City.

He Contends White Man Was

SEROWE, Bechuanaland, South 
Africa, Sept. 14. — Chief Tshekedi, 
who ordered the flogging of a Brit- 
ish subject in violation of laws vro- 


hibiting native court trials of Euro- 
peans, was deposed as ruler of the 
Bamangwato tribe today by order 
of Vice Admiral E. R. G. R. Evans, 
acting high commissioner. 

After an investigation yesterday 
at Palapye by a_ special British 
commission, the native court was 
summoned here to be informed of 
the decision. 

Tshekedi presided over a court 
which some time ago sentenced 
Phineas Mackintosh to flogging. 
The chief contended that Mackin- 
tosh had been “living like a native 
with a native woman” and that 
therefore the native court had jur- 
isdiction. 

Tshekedi was ordered to live in 
the Tati district. In pronouncing 
sentence Admiral Evans said the 
chief frequently had flouted the 
British administration. 

Eleven trucks carried marines, 
sailors and machine guns 35 miles 
across the parched belt to this 
town of 35,000 inhabitants, starting 
soon after dawn. Six-wheelers tow- 
ing three howitzers became stuck 
in the thick sand and were lost 
to the rest of the column.

THOUSANDS OF ARABS FIGHT

Break Through Police Lines When 
Body Is Transferred from Crui- 
ser to Airplane.

HAIFA, Palestine, Sept. 14—A 
vast crowd of frenzied Arabs fought 
to touch the coffin containing the 
body of King Feisal of Iraq when 
it arrived here yesterday from Brin- 
disi en route to Baghdad. The King 
died in Switzerland last week. 

When the body was transferred 
from the British cruiser Despatch 
to the airdrome, more than 15,000 
Arabs, shouting “Allah Akbar” 
(God is great), broke through a po- 
lice cordon and rushed toward the 
bier and dais on which Prince Ali, 
Feisal’s brother, and other notables 
were standing. A larger crowd 
made for the airdrome. Several 
persons were hurt when the crowd 
pushed against another platform on 
which religious dignitaries had as 
sembled. 

Two Royal Air Force planes, one 
of which carried the coffin, left 
later for Baghdad.

Promises Follower to Do Nothing 
to Invite Imprisonment Until 
Next Aug. 23.

POONA, India, Sept. 14.—Mahat- 
ma Gandhi has promised to refrain 
from aggressive civil disobedience 


acts until Aug. 3, 1934. He made 
the promise today to Pandit Jawar- 
halal Nehru, a Nationalist leader, 
after protracted ‘talk. 

“Since my unexpected release on 
Aug. 23, darkness has surrounded 
me,” Gandhi said. “It will take me 
several weeks to regain my health. 
So, after hard praying, I have de- 
cided not to court imprisonment 
until Aug. 3, 1934, marking the ter- 
mination of the sentence from 
which I was released after my lat- 
est fast. 

“Nevertheless, this does not af- 
fect the advice I gave urging to 
the country to participate in indi- 
vidual disobedience against British 
authority. 

“That I have suspended action 
myself is unfortunate, but inevita- 
ble. This self-restraint is a bitter 
cup of agony. I can remain out- 
side, but I cannot be a willing party 
to an undignified cat and mouse 
game if the Government is con- 
templating one.

_“Plato’s”- calculation of percentages 
leaves me mystified as to his arithmetic. 
His listing of the Cleveland plant in two 
locations, giving exactly the same rates 
for each, is obviously in error, Cleveland 
does not have two private plants, and the 
rates of the private plant and the public 

lant are not the same, Furthermore, 
tnion Electric Light & Power Co. has 
repeatedly made its statements as to elec- 
tric rate comparisons on the assumption 
that a fair and honest result could only 
be arrived at by using the actual average 
residential consumption by our customers. 
Anyone possessing even a smattering of 
mathematics will perceive at once that 
this is the only fair basis for comparison. 
“Plato” has chosen a basis that does not 
represent actual conditions in the average 
home in St. Louis, and I do not hesitate 
to brand it as unfair and unjust, and ap- 
parently it has been done with the delib- 
erate intent of trying to mislead, Fur- 
thermore, his knowledge of electric rates 
should have embraced two additional 
facts which are necessary to the discus- 
sion: 

(a) That the average use of residential 
electricity in St. Louis is not 30 or 40 or 
50, but 56% kilowatt hours per month, or 
678 kilowatt hours per year. : 

(b) That municipal plants do not collect 
taxes, but on the contrary evade taxes. 
Over 18 per cent of each bill rendered by 
this company is for taxes, not for elec- 
tricity. Under municipal ownership, these 
taxes must necessarily be collected sepa- 
rately and directly from the citizen. 

Following is the cost of 678 kilowatt 
hours under the new residential rates in 
St. Louis, and the comparative figures for 
the municipal plants cited:

Gen. Johnson nodded when 
he admitted the merit clause to the automobile code. 
We said so then. We have abundant proof of it now. 
Everybody wants it, The coal men. The boot and 
shoe men. Butcher, baker, candlestick maker. 

Under the merit clause, the automobile manufactur- 
ers can, if they choose to do so, discipline union mem- 
bers and sympathizers among their employes. The 
country was quick to see this. Unfortunately, Gen. 
Johnson was not so quick to see it. He has subse 
quently said that he admitted the merit clause to the 
automobile code “in an unguarded moment.” He has 
asserted with a round and throaty oath that he will 
not let it slip into any more codes. 

But it was too late to avoid controversy over some- 
thing foreign to the spirit of the Recovery Act. The 
Recovery Act is perhaps the most important piece of 
legislation in history. It is designed to combat the 
gravest menace the United States has faced in a 
century. Its purpose is to solve in part the growing 
riddle of unemployment. A nation with 15,000,000 
people out of work, with business upon the verge of 
collapse because the purchasing power of the people 
had been destroyed had to do something about it. 

There was but one way to restore the purchasing 
power of the people. Thousands of the best minds 
in the country worked on this conundrum. Virtually 
without exception they all agreed upon what had to 
be done. Here we were, a people of incredible wealth, 
a people with the greatest industrial mechanism the 
world had ever known, a people without precedent in 
history for organization and initiative, a people of 
inexhaustible invention and indomitable will, still 
sitting, like Job, in the sackcloth of unemployment 
and the ashes of*business. 

How little we had realized what was happening! 
How the type of civilization we had created was 
enriching the few and impoverishing the many! How 
super-millionaires were increasing while more and 
more people were being thrown into the streets by 
the very mechanism which enriched those at the top! 
How the value of what we produced had become three 
times the earnings of those who produced it! How 
the farmer’s combine and the farmer’s tractor, roar- 
ing by day and night upon the fertile land, had 
at last stuffed all the granaries and glutted the mar- 
kets! How a heedless and misgoverned country, mad 
after money, believing fortune to be illimitable, had 
scattered to the winds the eight billions of dollars 
spent over here by the Allies, the added billions of 
dollars tossed about by our warring and improvident 
Government, only to find itself at length more 
than 200 billions in debt, its farms forfeit, its homes 
hopelessly mortgaged, its smokestacks cold, its banks 
closed. 

Has anybody seriously believed that such a lopsid- 
ed national economy could be patched up and made 
to function again? That we could restore by any 
magic the old gods to their pedestals? That the excess 
earnings of the golden age would ever flow again

into the pockets of the few? That by doing nothing 
we could put 15,000,000 idle people back in the fac- 
tories? That by producing more combines and 
tractors we could make farming profitable and so 
restore the buying power of the farmer? That by 
repeating our prior follies we could discharge the in- 
cumbrances upon real estate, raise the prices of com- 
modities, reopen the banks, and so blithely resume in 
that Fools’ Paradise which collapsed on Black 
Thursday? 

We venture to say that nobody seriously believed 
this. All nations live or die according to the vision 
they possess. What happened to the United States 
was a challenge to the wisdom of a great people. We 
met that challenge in the Recovery Act. We said 
there that only by balancing the power of labor and 
the power of capital, and so bringing about a fairer 
distribution of the national wealth, could we hope to 
survive. 

There was no considerable dissent to this. It was 
not a matter of a Democratic administration. It 
was an expression of the will of the people through 
men in all parties. A tremendous duty confronted 
us. We were big enough to step out of political 
lines and join in a common endeavor. Had we not 
ourselves said, in the spirit of 1776, that there is 
strength in union? Is there anything that can with- 
stand the strength of 120,000,000 resolute and deter- 
mined people whose course is plain and whose neces- 
sity presses? 

The people who want the merit clause in their codes 
say that without it recovery will be defeated. Our 
own Chamber of Commerce in St. Louis makes this 
assertion in a telegram to the President of the United 
States. It says that without this clause there can be 
no security for our American institutions. We re- 
spectfully dissent from that statement, The security 
of our American institutions lies with the success 
of the recovery plan. The success of the recovery 
plan rests upon a fairer distribution of the profits 
of industry. A fairer distribution of the profits of 
industry lies with the right given labor by the law 
collectively to bargain with the employer. 

The only American institution we know anything 
about that could be perpetuated by restoring to the 
employer the one-sided power he has always enjoyed 
is unemployment, 

It is not necessary for the President to reiterate 
what Gen. Johnson said in his Labor day speech at 
Chicago. Any other interpretation of the Recovery 
Act would destroy its usefulness. It would defeat 
the greatest of human causes. It would plunge us 
into an even worse depression than the one from 
which we are emerging. It would defeat an experi- 
ment which has challenged the admiration of a 
watching world. 

The President, we feel sure, will resist every effort 
so to bring the law to naught and so to defeat that 
fine promise of recovery which has everywhere given 
the people heart and everywhere lifted them with 
faith. :

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FOR AN INSURANCE INVESTIGATION. 

Another chapter of the incredible history of the 
Missouri State Life Insurance Co., which collapsed 
recently with an asset impairment of $29,000,000, was 
unfolded yesterday. A year and a haif ago, Joseph 
B, Thompson, then Missouri Insurance Superinten- 
dent, warned the company’s board of directors that 
failure was inevitable unless radical policy changes 
were instituted. He quoted other insurance officials 
as saying “that the situation is well-nigh hopeless 
and that even the most expert management may not 
be able to retrieve the company.” Mr. Thompson told 
the directors that their capital and surplus were gone, 
policy reserves impaired more than $1,400,000 and 
that losses of $7,400,000 “must be charged off.” 

The condition of Missouri State at that time fitted 
intu any definition of insolvency that we have ever 
heard of. Yet the company was relicensed and the 
truth withheld from the public and the policy hold- 
ers, who continued to pour their money into the 
wreck. In an interview with the Post-Dispatch, Mr. 
Thompson said he could have placed the company 
in receivership in February, 1932, but he refrained 
from doing so because of pledges that managerial 
reforms would be instituted. Mr. Thompson now 
acknowledges that the pledges were not fully kept. 
At the time, whether to expose the true facts about 
the company or to conceal them in the hope that 
something approaching the miraculous would happen, 
was a question of judgment. Mr. Thompson’s judg: 
ment was wrong. The history of the company should 
have been sufficient warning to him of the hopeless- 
ness of its future. It had been looted and milked 
and mismanaged—“frightfully mismanaged,” to quote 
the phrase used in the final report of the Missouri 
Insurance Department. It had been a battlefield for 
conflicting stock interests, and many of the men 
connected with it had been grossly unfit to be asso- 
ciated with an insurance company’s management. 

For that matter, there is little to add to Mr. 
Thompson's indictment of the company, in that fate- 
ful letter of Feb. 26, 1982. Under the circumstances, 
his failure to place the company in receivership 
was to indulge in a most remarkable exercise of op- 
timism. Let us say there were questions of large 
policy involved, such as the effect the crash would 
have on other insurance companies. They are all 
answered by the course of events. The crash did 
come, anyway, and meanwhile the time elapsed has 
compounded the hurt to policy holders. In such 
matters, the truth cannot be covered up permanently, 
and, even when it is attempted with the best inten- 
tions, it is to play with fire. Like the terrfble facts of 
the depression, many of which were deliberately with- 
held from the public until the public itself sensed 
them, the terrible facts of the Missouri State scan- 
dal are the worse for being go long covered up. 

We urged Gov. Park the other day to institute a 
rousing investigation of the whole Missouri insur- 
ance situation, to be conducted by men of the highest 
ability and character, and we renew the suggestion 
now. Every new phase of the Missouri State mess 
that appears strengthens the demand and shows the 
need for such an inquiry. We believe, moreover, that 
the insurance business itself should get behind the 
movement. The faith of the public is sadly shaken. 
It can only be restored by mercilessly exploring the 
whole Missouri insurance field, driving out of it all 
of those who have been battening on policy holders, 
exposing and rectifying malpractices and tightening 
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up the State’s insurance law and administration.

other World War. He has given no lead 
in dealing with Hitler’s Germany, and no 
voice to American indignation threat. So 
far the inter-Allied debt situation is worse 
befogged under his failure to lead than it 
was before. His treatment of the World 
Economic Conference was literally scanda- 
lous; his change of mind on currency stabil- 
ization, and his berating of the conference 
because he had changed his mind, wrecked 
the meeting and reduced American influence 
to its lowest ebb.

OWEN D. YOUNG URGES 
COOPERATION WITH NRA 


Otherwise, ‘Over - Reaching’ 
Capital, Labor and Public 
Will Destroy One Another.

NEW YORK, Sept. 14—Owen D. 
Young, chairman of the General 
Electric Co., in a radio address last 
night urged industry to co-oper 
ate with the NRA “without boycott 
or other penalty.” He said the suc- 
cess of the NRA program “needs 
100 per cent co-operation, not 380 
per cent, lest the remaining 20 per 
cent pull it back into the mire.” 

Young said the business depres- 
sion “was not a failure of men so 
much as it was of system. There 
are always some people,” he went 
on, “who will not honestly and 
whole-heartedly work in accordance 
with the rules. That is why the Gov- 
ernment must come to our aid.” 

If the NRA is to succeed, he de- 
clared, “It must look to a fair pro- 
tection of savings, to adequate 
wages for labor, to sound product 
sold at a reasonable profit. That 
has been the ambition of wise busi- 
ness for a generation, but it failed. 
It was not a failure of men so much 
as it was of system. We just could 
not bring ourselves to change that 
system until we were hurt, and hurt 
badly. The NRA is the first experi- 
ment in the change. Under it we 
shall have to live and learn. Much 
of it need be temporarily only. Some 
of it, when we learn how to handle 
it, will aid us always.” 

To make a change from the old 
system, Young said, the Govern- 
ment must permit and not prohibit 
co-operation—“Indeed, it must co- 
erce them who will not play fair.” 

Declaring the “building hand must 
not only be bold but balanced,” 
Young said “capital which over- 
reaches for profits, labor which 
over-reaches for wages or a public 
which over-reaches for bargains will 
all destroy each other.”

Fungous Diseases 
A tamous by foot made the fung} 


famous by bringing to public at. 
tention the fact that the fungj 
can and do produce disease. The 
medical profession has been ac. 
quainted with this fact for mang 
years. 

In 1677 Robert Hooke, an ip. 
genious Englishman, noticed some 
yellow spots on the leaves of his 
roses. He inspected these yellow 
spots under a crudely constructed 
magnifying glass and found them 
to consist of small, filament-lixe 
plants. In other words, he found 
that the disease was caused by a 
fungus. 

Langenbeck in 1839 discovereg 
the first parasitic fungous disease 
in man, known as thrusl In quick 
succession other discoveries of a 
similar nature were made, and it 
was found that fungi were respon. 
sible for such diseases as favus, 
ringworm and pityriasis. 

With the discovery of the diseasa, 
producing powers of germs, mycolo 
gy, as the science of the study of 
fungi is called, was pushed into the' 
background. In recent vears, how. 
ever, the subject of fungi and their 
capacities for producing morbid 
conditions hag come to the fore, We 
have witnessed and we may further 
expect to see progress in this field. 

Fungi are plants of simple cell, 
lar structure, filament or thread. 
like in shape. They are more compli. 
cated in structure than are bacteria 
or germs. They differ from the 
higher plant forms by growing in 
irregular masses and they do not 
possess roots, stems and leaves. 

The fungi are also without chlon 
ophyl and hence are parasitic. The 
chlorophyl-possessing plants can 
build up their food from the car. 
bon dioxide of the air. The fungi, 
being without chlorophyl, must ob 
tain their food from organic mat- 
ter. 

The fungi are divided into thres 
classes: the parasitic fungi, which 
obtain their nourishment from liv 
ing animals or plants; the sapr 
phytic fungi, which obtain their 
food from dead or decaying matter, 
and the facultative fungi, which 
may thrive and multiply on either 
dead or living matter.
